It is interesting to find that col- 


lege and university ^students are 


" distinctly - above mere average 'in- 


telligence. High-schools and'"Col- 
leges automatically, thru a .selec- 
tive process,/ wean out persons of 
superior mentality. Average intel- 
ligence* can barely get thru the uni- 
versity. The average ofc university . 
students-is in; fact about ftfteen 
per cent above normal, and iir indi- 
vidual cases runs as high as forty, 
per cent above. It is evident, then,, 
that'only the best service tne uni-: 
versity, and the fact is more'or less 
popularly recognized. 'Much, pos- 
sibly most, of the .prestige that v 
goes with a university education is 
due to recognition,:6f the fact that 
it requires superior inteliigerice to

One 
of the claims was that blonde peo- 
ple are active; jwhereas. brunettes 
are supposed, to )>e meditative ,and 


'.. rc.latively inactive. 


A-researcii student in the Psy- 


chological Laboratory here, recent- 
ly investigated this; claim. . ,.A cer- 
tain representative sorority: gener- 
ously assisted in .the test. :- The 
names of the members were each 
written. on separate cards. "Each 


. girl -in turn was th'en aaked^tp ar- 


range* the i cards in.- the order of 
activity1 . of- the persons.' repre- 
sented, ; without reference to any 
opinion but tier own. After this 


, had been done by each of the girl$ -:- 


' the .cards were divided Into blonde 
and brunette groups. After mak- 
ing the proper mathematical com- 
putation, to determine whether 


. blondes or brunettes were more 


active; the result was found to be 
zero,, thus disproving the chief con- 
tention of this system. 


Thev system likewise claimed 


that & line connecting the fore- 
head, cheek bones, and chin, ex-" 
eluding the nose, would usually 
show, a f ace: that was either con- 
cave or cpnvex; that convex faces 
revealed" will power and activity, 
•and concave faces- the opposite. 
This w.as also investigated by. the 
local department. Thru an ingen- 
ious device specially constructed 
for measuring profiles, measure- 
ments-were, made of the;same sor- 
ority girls, the results compared, 
ano found to toe-just the opposite of 
those claimed. 
That is; activity 


and will power seemed to be associ- 
ated more often with Concave 
faces than with the convex ones,. 
This result, whfle disproving those 
theories, substantiates the popular 
belief that a;prpminent chin indi- 
cates win power. 


Phrenology, palmistry, 
hand- 


writing, and numerous otherx de- 
vices for ; character reading have 
been disproved by numerous -inves- 
tigators. 
All of which, goes to 


showj that 'geit^rich-qulck systems 
of character tests generally have 
no value at present, and the great- 
est triumph of psychology still lies 
ahead;
